AFTER INITIAL MEET 


Tells Conferees That the 
Needs of Public Must 
Be Served and _ Inter- 
dicts Strike. 


Harrisburg, Pa., August 27.—Gov- 
ernor Gifford Pinchot, of Pennsylva- 
nia, served the anthracite operators 
and miners with bis notice that the 
strike must be averted, conferred 
three hours with the union leaders 
and then retreated to the solitude of 
kis executive mansion Monday night 
in complete and—to use his own ex- 
pression—‘“golden” silence. 

In a speech opening the joint meet- 
ing of the two parties Monday morn- 
ing he told them that the distribution 
of anthracite coal must be continued, 
that the public must be served, and 
that the state of Pennsylvania was 
prepared to use all its power to see 
that no suffering occurred. 

This situation of peril can and must 
be avoided, Pinchot said. 

With the coal strike only four days 
away he is going to meet both sides 
separately Tuesday, to see if peace 
developments can be carried forward, 

The miners refused to comment on 
cevelopments at the meeting, saying 
the governor had requested that they 
be silent. The operators who are to 
meet the executive Tuesday morning 
cid likewise. 

A new phase of the situation de- 


} veloped when Bishop Hoban, of the 


Catholie diocese..of Scranton called 
up on Pinehot at the executive man- 
sion. Bishop Hoban has a strong in- 
fluence with the workers in the mines.

“This controversy between the min- 
ers and the operator. of the anthracite 
field is not a private quarrel. 

General Public. 

“The general ublic is a party to 
this controversy, and its rights, as 
well as the rights of the two other 
parties, must be represented and rec- 
ognized. A shortage of anthracite 
means not only a huge loss of profits 
to the operators—not only a huge 
loss of wages to the miners—but it 
means also loss of health among mil- 
lions of American families, loss of 
comfort, of working power, and of 
time. 

“Throughout the vast region where 
it is used, anthracite is the fuel burn- 
ed in the homes of the people. A 
strike or suspension such as now 
threatens is a public calamity and 
as such every reasonable public 
means must be used to prevent. 

“The interest of the public in the 
settlement of this controversy is 
duoble. In the first place the public 
wants it settled. It is utterly wrong 
that the people-should be called “— 
again to bear the enormous and most 
oppressive burdén of a shortage of 
anthracite coal. 

“In the second place the public 
wants it settled on terms of even- 
handed justice. The right of the pub- 
lic to intervene carries with it the 
clear responsibility to see that impar- 
tial justice is done to both sides. In 
its desire to be served the public can- 
not afford to accept any settlement 
that is based upon anything less than 
justice. Furthermore an unjust set- 
tlement cannot last. The people be- 
lieve and are right in believing that 
thes ufferings ‘which come from one 
coal shortage after another are in- 
tolerable. 

“The commonwealth of Pennsy!l- 
vania has a _ responsibility to other 
anthracite-using states and to Canada, 


which is second only to her responsi-|: 


bility for the safety and welfare of 
her own citizens. We have taught 
them to use our product. The pros- 
perity of the region which produces 
anthracite comes largely from such 
use. Having taught them to expect 
and value our service, we cannot light- 
ly disappoint them. 

“The country is just now entering 
upon a period of prosperity after a 
prolonged depression. The closing 
down of the anthracite mines would 
tend to undermine the confidence es- 
sential to a continuance of this pros- 
perity. 

Railroads Heavily Taxed. 

“Our railroads are heavily taxed 
already. An uneven output of coal— 
now much and now little—will tend 
to block transportation and the block- 
ing of transportation will almost be 
as effective in making a coal shortage 
as closing the mines. 

‘The public has not forgotten, and 
I shall not forget, the rights and in- 
terests of the miners and the opera- 
tors. Each side represents a great 
and vital service to the public, More- 
over, each side stands in the presence 
of a great and vitally important duty 
to the people at large. 

“The public does not and cannot 
see with eyes and appreciate with 
your experience the background and 
the details of the present controversy. 
But it knows the essential facts. I 
express a truth none will deny when 
I say that the anthracite-using people 
of the United States are losing pa- 
tience, and I ask you to consider that 
fact with care. 

“The public interests demand that 
this controversy shall be settled, and 
that a suspension of mining shall be 
avoided, The thing is possible—and 
it must be done. 

“Settlement means that neither side 
can get everything it would like, Few 
people ever do in the world we live 
in. But the settlement of this dis- 
pute is absolutely necessary for the 
public safety and welfare. The pub- 
Hiece needs and must have coal and I 
am entirey confident that the public 
is going to have it. It is my duty to 
insure to the public, by every law- 
ful means at my command, the nec- 
essary supply of coal. 

“T recognize the right of mine 
workers to organize for their own pro- 
tection and to fair and decent condi- 
tions of living. I am fully

“IT recognize the right of mine op- 
erators to a just return on their in- 
vestment and their managerial! ability.

“We are at the threshold of win- 
ter. I call your attention again to 
our duty to the public, yours as 
miners and operators, mine as execu- 
tive of the only anthracite-producing 
state. 

“The eleventh hour is upon us— 
and the crisis has now been reached. 
We must do in this eleventh hour 
what should have been done before. 
It can be done and must be done. 
There is still time. Let us use this 
time in an effective spirit of common 
counsel so that this common danger 
may pass, with due _ regard. to 
the rights of all, and with due credit 
and honor to all concerned. After 
the close of the present session I de- 
sire to consult with each side sepa- 
rately at as great length as the time 
available will permit. 

“I will meet first with the miners 
because, they are, to use a_ legal 
phrase, the plaintiffs in this case, 
and I suggest 2 to 5 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon as the time. Tomorrow morn- 
ing from 9 to 12 I will meet the op- 
erators for a similar conference. Oth- 
er conferences may be arranged later. 

“T propose to treat those confer- 
ences with each side as wholly confi- 
dential. What is said to me by one 
side will not be revealed to the other. 
either now or later, unless by mutual 
agreement. I ask, also and I desire 
especially to impress upon you the 
necessity that each side shali refrain 
until the end of this conference from 
making publie its position on any is- 
sue here involved thus affording the 
largest practicable opportunity for dis- 
cussion and agreement. The urgency 
of the situation, together with the 
atortness of time available for agree- 
ment, justifies this request.”

There were 33,903 more births than 
deaths registered in 1922, the final re- 
port of the state bureau of vital statiz- 
tics revealed Monday. Deducting the 
stillborn from both records, there were 
60,753 live children born and 31,850

sroes, and tuberculosis 991 whites to 
1,692 negroes. There are approxi- 
mately 58 whites to 42 negroes in the 
state and there were 16.000 white to 
15,000 negro deaths during 1922.

~ HE EXTRA SESSION. 

The question of whether or not 
Governor Walker should call an ex- 
tra session of the Georgia legisla- 
ture to frame a new fundamental 
tax system for the state is no longer 
an issue. 

‘The governor has called the ses- 
‘sion, and with it, automatically, that 
issue has passed. 

The Constitution was inclined to 
the belief that an extra session was 
not necessary in view of the fact 
that any measure submitted would 
necessarily have to change the state 
constitution, involving a ratification 
by the people at the next regular 
election, which would be more than 
four months after the convening of 
next summer’s regular legislative 
session, thereby relieving the situa- 
tion of any emergency status. 

The governor felt . differently, 
however, and as he is the sole inter- 
preter of an “emergency” in the 


— 


premises, it is to the interest of 


Georgia that public thought concen- 
trate on the proposed work of that 
session and cooperate as much as 
possible in making it constructive 
‘and of real service to the people. 

It costs the taxpayers of the state 

$2,500 a day in round figures to 
hold a session of the assembly, and 
while that amount may seem small 
as compared to the $10,000,000 a 
year gross income into the state 
treasury, it is a notable fact that 
the expenses of a 30-day extra ses- 
sion will accentuate several very 
acute and deplorable situations ex- 
isting in the institutional main- 
tenances created by the session that 
has but recently adjourned. 
’ “it is only right, therefore, that 
expenses in Georgia shall be taken 
inte account, ard that every dollar 
paid into the treasury by the tax- 
payers shall be turned into invest- 
ments paying satisfactory dividends 
in service if possible. 

The governor can call an extra 


. session by law, upon his own in- 


terpretation of an emergency, but 
he cannot adjourn one. 

All the more is the reason, there- 
fore, that the question of wisdom 


or unwisdom of the extra session |

This takes the matter right back 
to the governor. It is generally 
admitted that the assembly accom-

There is wisdom in the multitude 


‘of counsel provided there is some- 


thing fixed and definite to counsel 
about. There is no more glaring 
example of the futility of a multi- 
tude of counsel, however, than talk- 
ing in generalities, along widely 
divergent lines, without a concrete, 
cohesive base to draw back to. 

The question of “taxes” in its 
general sense is _as broad as the 
universe and as old as time. The 
question of “reform” is evidently 
meant to be some improvement 
upon the system in vogue. The 
question of “improvements” as in- 
terpreted by individuals radiates 
from the main hub like the spokes 
in a cart wheel. 

The governor has called a spe- 
cial session of the legislature to sub- 
mit to the voters in 1924 a “re- 
form” tax system. Georgians gener- 
ally agree with him that the Georgia 
system of today needs revising. 

It will be necessary to tell the 
legislators and the people, not in 
generalities, but in concise, unmis- 
takable and even analytically defi- 
nite terms, Just what kind of a sys- 
tem he suggests for adoption. Then 
it. will be up to the legislators; and 
under such circumstances progress 
may be expected, and actual results 
accomplished. 

It will then be-up to the people 
to say whether or not they will ac- 
cept the proposed amendments to 
the constitution. 


PINCHOT’S APPEAL. 


The effort of Governor Pinchot, 
of Pennsylvania, to avert the threat- 
ened strike in the anthracite fields, 
and his very resourceful record in 
this respect, is the one hope of the 
hour, although the near approach 
of the day set for the strike and 
the apparent irrevocable pitimatums 
from both sides to the controversy 
do not encourage the hope of suc-. 
cess. 

Under the circumstcaces, and 


with the authority vested by the 
president, and the strategy of his 
position, if the governor of Penn- 
sylvania cannot stop the strike, no 
one can do so, except by rigid legal 
methods. 

Governor Pinchot’s address made 
to the assembled representatives of 
both sides was a masterful appeal, 
firm and yet not offensive; and his 
determination to get down to the 
more practical ends of reaching an 
igreement by conferring separately 
with the contending groups is the 
most forceful way out of the diffi- 
culty, if it is possible for such a 
way to be opened. Following this, 
more of an ultimatum may be pro- 
claimed by the executive, for it is 
not forgotten that it was Gifford 
Pinchot who in 1915 publicly pro- 
posed a plan to stop the labor strike 
in the mines of Colorado, and the 
plan worked to a limited degree 
most efficiently. | 

In his address Monday the Penn- 
sylvania governor referred to the 
late President Roosevelt, of whom 
he was 2 close follower, and his 
course in the great coal strike of 
1903 is yet fresh in the memory of 
the living. The nation’s executive 
at that time perhaps forgot his lim- 
itations, but the people got their 
coal. 

Getting closer to base, the Penn- 
sylvania governor in his undertak- 
ing may find encouragement and 
inspiration from the record of Pres- 
ident Coolidge, while governor of 
Massachusetts, in the Boston police 
strike of 1920. While the presi- 
dent today lacks the police powers 
that he as governor had then, Gov- 
ernor Pinchot does not lack them, 
and it must not be overlooked that 
anthracite mining is primarily a do- 
mestic concern of Pennsylvania, and 
only incidentally interstate matter. 
The commonwealth taxes the 
mines, licenses the miners and po- 
lices the very region that will be 
affected by the forthcoming strike, 
if not averted.

Most of the typhoid fever nowadays 
is imported from summer resorts, The 
vacationist brings the infection back 
with him and comes down with the 
fever a few days or perhaps two weeks 
after his return home. 

Formerts the old oaken bucket that 
hangs in the well was suspected in 
these early cases. But there are 
mighty few oaken buckets to be found 
about wells inthe country now; you 
drink out of your het or in an old 
tomato can or take your life in your 
hands and approach the back deor 
and the watch dog. 

Probably the real source of infec- 
tion in these cases of vacation typhoid 
is a carrier nine times out of ten. 
Flies swarm about tLe country cot- 
tage, and flies convey germs on their 
feet from their favorite resorts to the 
food. But at that, human carriers are

ing than vaccination against small- 
pox. It consists of a series of three 
painless hypodermic injections admin- 
istered one a week. The very worst 
effect noted is a slight headache and 
general malaise for a day after the 
first injection in about one out of each 
five individuals immunized. The im- 
munity thus acquired is effective over 
a period of at least three years. Itis 
not absolute, but sufficient. It ena- 
bles one to resist any dose of typhoid 
germs likely to be encountered, but 
unquestionably 1f one were exposed to 
enormous infection—massive doses of 
typhoid germs over a period of many 
days, the resistance would finally be 
overcome and a mild attack of fever 
developed. But when typhoid infec- 
tion does occur in an immunized per- 
son, the attack is always mild. 

If the drinking water at a camp {fs 
doubtful, the addition of pure chlo- 
rinated lime, as much as you can

” Seen if Coal “Strike Halted er 
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BY THEO. H. PRICE 
Editer Commerce and Finance. 
New York, August 27.—Although 


we are now passing through the critt- 
cal stage of the growin season, the 
weather has ceased io the main 
fuctor. True, feports of continued 
drought in the Southwest lifted prices 
yast Monday and Tuesday, while re- 
ports of rain in Oklahoma and Taxes 
enused a sharp decline on Wednesday. 
But the market seems to have made 
up its mind that the crop will be a 
small one. The decline in condition 
between July 20 and August 20 is 
variously estimated at 11 to 13 points 
and crop estimates as low as 10 1-2 
million bales are heard. It is gen- 
erally thought that rains row would 
be too late and would even do harm 
by lowering the grade and staple. In- 
sects may work further damage and 
the early or late advent of killing 
frost may make a slight difference in 
the final size of the crop. “These, 
however, are mere Getails as compared 
with the broad question how to round 
out the season with an entirely in- 
adequate supply of-American cotton. 

There are predictions of a carry- 
over, visible and invisibile, of a little 
over 1 1-4 million bales at the end of 
this season. Té understand what this 
means we must bear in mind that in 
recent years the carry-over has never 
fallen below four million bales, ex- 
cept last season. A few statistics on 
the carry-over at the end of recent 
scasons together with -he average 
spot price of the season may not be 
out of place: 

1916-17 carry-over 4,127,000; aver- 
age price 19.28 cents. 

1917-18 carry-over 4,017,000; 
age price 29.68 cents.
